Thirty  five  different,  but  related,  presentations  at  the 
International  Symposium  on  Animal  Health  and 
Disease  Data  Banks  informational  areas  will  be 
explored  in  December  4-6,  1978,  at  the 
National  4-H  Center,  Washington,  D.C.  Dr.  Farley, 
Deputy  Director  Technical  Information  Systems, 
Science  and  Education  Administration,  USDA  will 
speak  on  the  management  of  data  banks  in  his 
keynote  address.  Roy  Mack,  Commonwealth  Bureau 
of  Animal  Health,  United  Kingdom,  plans  to  discuss 
the  Bureau’s  veterinary  computerized  literature 
services.  Bibliographic  information  systems  will  be 
explored  in  talks  by  Elaine  Collins  on  aquatic 
animals,  Lida  Allen  on  the  AGRIS-FAO  system 
animal  health  area,  Gary  P.  Combs  on  emergency 
diseases,  and  Richard  H.  Foote  on  systematic 
entomology.  Lida  Allen  recently  returned  to  the  U.S. 
after  serving  as  AGRIS  Center  Coordinator  in  Rome. 
Collins  and  Combs  come  from  the  U.S.  Departments 
of  Commerce  and  Agriculture,  respectively. 

Data  banks  of  epidemiological  information,  laboratory 
and  clinical  records,  current  research  projects,  and 
production  economics  information  are  to  be  discussed 
in  remaining  sections  of  the  Symposium.  The  sections 
are  scheduled  in  sequence  to  reinforce  the  holistic 
concept  of  user-oriented  data  access  that  is  central  to 
this  Symposium.  These  sections  will  include 
discussions  on  the  data  bank  of  Danish  swine  meat 
inspection  by  Preben  WiQeberg,  laboratory  animal 
data  system  in  the  National  Library  of  Medicine  by 
three  authors,  and  animal  economic  data  systems  in 
Europe  by  Peter  EUis,  British  Economics 
Representative  to  the  European  Economic  Community 
Symposium  activities  will  also  include  a banquet 


followed  by  a talk  by  former  Veterinary  Medicine 
Dean,  George  Poppensiek  of  Cornell  University,  on 
some  of  the  less  well-known  animal  health  problems 
facing  world  food  production.  Participants  will  also 
receive  a bus  tour  to  the  EPIC  Data  Bank  in 
Hyattsville,  Maryland,  and  the  National  Agricultural 
Library  in  Beltsville,  Maryland.

Systematics  studies  form  the  foundation  for 
research  in  the  biological  sciences.  Systematics  make 
identification  possible  by  placing  each  organism  in 
an  orderly  relationship  with  its  fellow's,  showing  the 
features,  broad  or  minute,  which  differentiate  it 
from  those  most  nearly  like  it.  Taxonomic,  or 
systematic,  studies  allow  an  organism  to  be  named. 
Since  there  can  be  no  useful  research  without  a 
correctly  named  entity,  taxonomy  and  its  sister 
science,  nomenclature,  are  of  equal  importance.  As 
stated  in  a 1971  report.  Die  Systematic  Biology 
Collection  of  the  United  States:  an  Essential  Resource. 
“Because  difference  in  kind  reflects  difference  in 
structure,  function,  requirement,  and  relationship 
to  the  organic  and  inorganic  world,  the  first  step  in 
any  biological  study  is  to  identify  the  organisms 
under  investigation  . . . Systematic  biology  collections 
stand  alone  as  information  banks  for  the  storage 
and  retrieval  of  basic  biological  information.” 

During  the  past  few  years,  there  seems  to  have  been 
an  acceleration  of  interest  in  informing  the  research 
biologist  about  what  resources  are  available  to 
assist  him  with  taxonomic  problems.  The  above- 
quoted  report  to  the  National  Science  Foundation, 
Part  1,  was  published  by  the  New  York  Botanical 
Garden,  and  listed  the  20  major  U.S.  collections, 
summarizing  their  functions,  importance,  problems, 
and  future  directions.  In  1973,  the  Association  of 
Systematics  Collections  began  publishing  its 
bi-monthly  ASC  Newsletter.  The  Association  also 
inaugurated  a Biological  Information  Center  at  its 
headquarters  in  the  University  of  Kansas  Museum 


of  Natural  History,  a main  feature  of  which  is  a 
computerized  Registry  of  Taxonomic  Resources  and 
Services.  Although  the  coverage  of  this  Registry  of 
scientists  and  institutions  able  and  willing  to  give 
taxonomic  assistance  is  not  yet  very  extensive,  due 
to  its  newness  (1977),  many  additional  entries  are 
expected  to  be  made. 

The  agricultural  sciences,  especially,  feeling  the 
pressure  of  the  world’s  needs  for  more  and  better 
agricultural  products,  have  a greater  than  ever  need 
for  the  fundamental  resources  of  basic  research.  In 
view  of  this,  the  handbook.  Systematic  Collections  of 
the  Agricultural  Research  Service,  (now  called 
Agricultural  Research,  under  the  Science  and  Education 
Administration,  USDA)  is  a welcome  addition  to  the 
growing  list  of  finding  aids  for  taxonomic 
researchers.  It  is  a useful  guide  to  the  13 
biosystematic  collections  under  its  aegis.  Pertinent 
data  are  detailed,  including  location,  loan  policies, 
number  of  specimens,  curators  and  their  specialties, 
and  associated  libraries.  Historical  and  other 
background  information  is  given,  as  well  as  notes  on 
current  research  and  service  identification  work,  and 
selected  lists  of  the  achievements  and  publications  of 
the  associated  staffs. 

The  collections  themselves  range  in  size  from  the 
joint  USDA-Smithsonian  Institution  Entomological 
Collection,  with  its  24  million  specimens  and  large 
staff,  through  the  largest  USDA  Herbarium  at  the 
U.S.  National  Arboretum,  to  smaller  but  no  less 
important  specialized  collections  such  as  the  cotton 
herbarium  at  Texas  A & M University,  with  7,000 
specimens  and  a single  curator.  There  are  plant  and 
seed  herbaria,  and  insect,  animal  parasite,  nematode, 
fungi  and  micro-organism  culture  collections.  All 
are  carefully  organized  in  an  internationally 
recognized  system  for  ease  of  reference,  and  stored 
under  strict  conditions  necessary  for  optimum 
preservation.  Besides  their  own  research  projects, 
scientists  at  the  Agricultural  Research  collections  provide 
identification  of  some  500,000  specimens  each  year. 

This  handbook  should  have  the  unlooked-for  effect 
of  doubling  the  number  of  identification  inquiries 
received  annually  by  these  facilities.  All  libraries 
serving  the  biological  research  community  should 
have  this  small  reference  volume  on  their  shelves. 
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The  titles  listed  below  are  owned  by  the  Library;  those  lacking  call  numbers  have  not  yet 
been  cataloged.  The  foreign  titles  are  available  from  the  Library  through  loan  or  photocopy.

House  bill  to  amend  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  relating  to  practices  in 
marketing  of  perishable  agricultural  commodities,  passed  House  October  4.  Passage  vacated  and  S.  976,  passed  in 
lieu  after  being  amended  to  contain  language  of  House  bill  as  passed.  Senate  passed  S.  976  September  8.  Senate 
and  House  agreed  to'-each  others  amendments.  Signed  November  1 (P.  L.  95-562). 

S.  1835  (H.  R.  12917)  Directs  the  Secretary  X)f  Agriculture  to  compile  and  publish  information  relating  to  the 
adequacy  of  a transportation  system  to  meet  the  needs  of  agriculture  and  rural  development  in  the  U.S.;  passed 
House  October  4.  Passage  was  vacated  and  S.1835,  was  passed  in  lieu  after  being  amended  to  contain  the  language  of 
the  House  bill  as  passed.  Signed  November  2 (P.  L.  95-580). 

S.  2951.  Authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  accept  and  administer  on  behalf  of  the  U.S.  gifts,  bequests,  and 
devises  of  real  and  personal  property  for  use  in  furtherance  of  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  is  presently. authorized  to  accept  and  administer  gifts  for  the  benefit  of  the  National  Arboretum  and  the 
National  Agricultural  Library  and  accept  donations  of  land  for  national  forests.  Specific  authorizing  legislation  is 
required  to  accept  gifts  made  to  the  other  services  of  the  Department.

House  Committee  on  Agriculture  reported//.  R.  13356  on  September  \A(H.  Rept.  95-1570),  and  passed  it  on 
September  26.  Senate  agreed  to  the  House  amendments  to  this  bill  concerning  with  foreign  acquisition  of  U.S. 
agricultural  land  on  October  2.  Bill  sent  to  White  House  October  4.  President  signed  bill  October  \4  (P.  L.  95-460). 

S.  3447  (H.  R.  10584).  Agricultural  Export  Trade  Expansion  Act  of  1978  to  strengthen  the  economy  of  the  U.S. 
through  increased  sales  abroad  of  American  agricultural  products,  passed  Senate  September  8 and  House  passed 
H.  R.  10584  with  amendments,  subsequently  action  vacated  and  passed  S.  3447  in  lieu  with  language  of 
H.  R.  10584,  on  September  25.  Signed  October  21  (P.  L.  95-501). 

H.  R.  11545.  Amends  the  Meat  Import  Act  of  1964  (sec.  2 of  P.  L.  88-482)  to  provide  for  a countercyclical 
method  for  determining  meat  import  levels  to  stabilize  U.S.  beef  and  veal  production  and  prices  at  levels  adequate 
to  provide  a fair  return  to  domestic  producers  of  beef  and  veal  and  to  insure  U.S.  consumers  adequate  supplies  at 
reasonable  stable  prices. 

Bill  reported  August  30  from  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  (H.  Rept.  95-1532);  passed  the  House  on  October  12; 
Senate  passed  bill  October  14. 

H.  R.  12511  (S.  3085 ).  House  agreed  October  6 to  consider  bill  containing  the  Child  Nutrition  Amendments  of 
1978,  which  would  extend  for  one  year  the  child  care  food  program  of  the  National  School  Lunch  Act  and  the 
women,  infants,  and  children  program  of  the  Child  Nutrition  Act  of  1966. 

Senate  passed  S.  3085  on  July  21;House  passed  S.  3085  with  amendments  October  14.  Senate  agreed  October  15 
to  House  amendments  to  S.  3085. 

H.  R.  13125.  The  Department’s  appropriation  bill  for  FY  79  was  reported  by  the  Conference  Committee  on 
September  \2>  (H.  Rept.  95-1579).  House  agreed  to  the  conference  report  on  September  26  and  the  Senate  on 
September  27.
